The chairman of the ways and means
oommittes sala in hia report accom-
panving the publieation of the tarifl
bill that sugar had been found a difficnlt
subject to deal with, The treatment of
it agreed upon by the democeatic moms-
bers of the commities, namely, reduc-
ing the duty on refined sugar {rom one-

sugar  consumption in  the United
Stated  are  interesting and instructive
in thelr bearing upon this question,

There was  constimed in  this
country in 15802 apcording to the most
trustworthy  estimate, 4, 116,000,000
pounds of sugar, or a little moro than
sixty-four pounds for every man, woman
and ¢hild in the Unlted States. In a
fumily of five persons it signified an
average of 3214 pounds.  Before the
enanetment of the hounty law sugar sold
at 8} to O conts a pound, and the amount
of sugar which the American people
consumed in 1892, as given above, wonld
have cost, at 8} conts a pound, the
enormous sum, in round numbers, of
F40,000,000, The average price of sugar
sinee the passage of the bounty law
has been about 5% cents, at which
price the onst of the sugar con-
sumed in 1802 was only a little over
F205,000,000, g0 that under the existing
law affecting sugar there was saved to
the lnmpln‘ lli‘ll.l'ly S117,000,000,  As bo-
tween the price that prevailed before
the present law went into effect and  the
average price sinee every family of five
persons  using 3214 pounds of sugar a
vear has saved 39 on this article of do-
mestie nse.  Such facts ought to be caro-
fully considered by tha people, or at any
rato by those classes of the people to
whom such o saving on a single necos-
sy is important, It is demonstrable
that with a proper encoursgement
of the domestic sugar industry, fol-
lowing the judicious cxample of
Furopean countries which have made
the production of sugar highly profit-
able, the United States can in time pro-
duce sufficient of this necessary Lo sup-
ply the home demand and as wo make
progress toward this result sugar will
bix 5ti11 further cheapened. It has been
well remarked that the trouble with
this new and promising industey is thay
the masses do nol appreciate its great
importance. -

The sugar question is certain to occupy
i nprominent place in the attention of
congress when the tariiT bill comes on
for discussion and it is highly probable
that the treatment it has received at the
hands of the democeatie majority of the
ways and means committee will be most
materially changed.

When General Master Workman Pow-
derly was forced to step dowa from his
position at the head of tho Knights of
Labor, whieh bad become a fifteeon-year
dictatorship, it scomed as if there was
some vitality left among the organiza-
tion which at one time had s muster roll
of 760,000 men.

OLNEY ON THE ANTI-TRUST LAW,

The trusts and monopolistic combina-
tions generally will find comfort and en-
courngement in Attorney General Ol-
ney’s opinion of the federal anti-trust
law, ns et forth in his annual report,
This officlal has found that the lawyers

of the senate judiciary committee who

framed this aect, after long and careful
deliberation, and the lawyers in both
branches of congress, many of them eml-

nent, who voted for it, not only failed to
make plain the precise purposes of the
statnte, but showed a want of knowledge

or judgment as to the power of congress
to gnact such legislation. Henee the
popular improssion that the aim and ef-
fect of this statute are to prohibit and
prevent aggrogations of capital in the
form of trusts is unfounded or rests upon
thie smallest possible basis,

Having stated his view of the limita-
tions of the law, the attorney general
submits these concluslons:
